
Birds of Cimarron  
Straddling a 8-mile stretch of the Cimarron River, 
this park includes beaver ponds, trout waters, 
and mountains covered in pine and fir. 
Cottonwoods line the riverbank. The park sits in 
the middle of the Colin Neblitt Wildlife Area. The 
park and wildlife area offer four campgrounds 
and nearly 20 miles of riparian and mountain 
trails.  

This checklist provides information on birds you 
are likely to encounter at Cimarron Canyon State 
Park. The checklist has been compiled using data 
from eBird. Birders are encouraged to log their 
sightings at eBird.org to help improve the list in 
the future. The list for Cimarron Canyon includes 
125 species.
